As the campaign draws to a close the efforts of 
the representatives of the Dry League to intimidate 
voters is very apparent. 
The Anti-Saloon League is thoroughly familiar 
with the different methods by which campaigns can 
he carried. A superintendent in Michigan deliberately 
contracted for three hundred illegal voters. We are 
not aware that any such attempt will be made by the 
League in Sedalia, but we are quite sure that the drys 
have already conceded defeat, and are resorting to 
methods of intimidation to try and scare the voters. 
We want every vote in the city, white and black, 
to understand that the drys are not running Sedalia, 
and never will. Me warn the voters of Sedalia not to 
pay any attention whatever to this trick of the drys, 
or any other method; such as playing tag with the 
committee and workers on election day. Every voter 
is protected by the Australian ballot, and no matter 
what anyone says of this, he is free to cast his ballot 
inst as he wants to <lo. and in absolute secrecy. We 
appeal to the voters, all of them, to conduct them­ 
selves like men and not to allow any frame-up to in­ 
terfere with their privilege of voting.. Avoid contro­ 
versies. Don t stai t to argue on the way to the polls, 
and if possible vote before going to work. Show your 
loyalty to the country and especially to the president 
at this time by condemning all effort to divide the 
people when we are at war. 
The laboring man. business men by a very large 
majority, reg a rd less of color, have shown very plainly 
in the past two weeks that the calling of this local 
option election did not meet their approval. We ex­ 
pect this attitude to be manifested in the result at the 
polls on Friday. 


We have made a straightforward appeal to the 
principles for which business contends and have not 
paused to even reply to the insinuations, exaggerated 
statistics and carefully selected testimony, which the 
Dry league has used to mislead voters? We have 
avoided misrepresentation in all our work. We have 
not resorted to misrepresentation, as has been done 
by the drys in an attempt to secure information. We 
have avoided personal abuse, mud slinging and villi- 
fication such as the drys have resorted to. We believe 
the common sense of our city will render a verdict in 
favor of our side, for temperance and regulation at 
the polls tomorrow.

Leaders of the Dry League claim that 720 tax 
payers petitioned for the election, while the records 
show that a ’few over 300 are property owners. We 
do not question their right; we question their judg­ 
ment. We repeat that it is contrary to the wishes of 
the president, and in view of the fact that this ques­ 
tion must be voted upon by the entire state next year, 
there is no excuse, nor is there any good reason for 
forcing this election in Sedalia at this time. This is 
the sentiment of Sedalia, and we believe it will he em­ 
phatically shown when the votes are counted tomor­ 
row.
